The New _ If I were asked (and I do ask myself) what 
Year is the most important service which Christian 

people can render to the world in its present 
disturbed and puzzling and terrifying state I would answer: 
they can pray. 

Some Christian people are at the head of governments 
or in other positions of great influence in the relation of 
nations. Others hold strategic and responsible positions, 
real power, in business or industry or labor or education. 
The principles which guide such leaders and the decisions 
based upon them may involve the welfare of millions, or 
the immediate destiny of the world. 

But most of us here in America are in no such positions 
of power. We are living the lives of ordinary, everyday 
citizens, doing our work as well as we can, hoping for a 
job if we are out of one, trusting that our health will keep 
good and that the New Year may bring to us, if not a great 
list of well-kept resolutions, at least a modicum of good 
fortune for ourselves and our families. With very little 
confidence (too little) that what we do or say or think 
matters much in the great affairs of the nation and the 
world, we do at least want to help if we can. 

Now there are very definite things we can do. We can 
try to be intelligent instead of prejudiced in our thinking. 
We ean talk the right kind of talk. We can make our influ- 
ence with our friends count in the right direction towards 
clear thinking, towards tolerance, towards goodwill. 

But more than all that, back of it, the spring of it, the 
source of power in it, is prayer. Whether we see clearly 
or not, we can all pray for God’s Kingdom. Whether we 
are fortunate or unfortunate, important or insignificant, 
we can all pray and by prayer add to the spiritual forces 
available in the world. We ean help God. 

Let our real New Year’s resolution be to pray more 
earnestly, with more faith. Let our watchword for the year 
be, ‘‘Instant in prayer.’’ 

And here are some of the things for which we may pray: 

Let us pray for the peace of the world, a peace founded 
in righteousness and justice and maintained by the 
awakened consciences and the increased goodwill among 
nations. 

Let us pray for the outward symbols and means of such 
peace: the League of Nations, the sanctity of treaties, the 
building up of economic justice. 

Let us pray for the rulers and governments of the world 
that they may find and follow the guidance of God and 
Christ, that the standards of God’s righteousness may apply 
not only to individuals but to nations. 

Let us pray for those nations which so far as our im- 
perfect human knowledge goes seem in their appeal to 
violence and force to be destroying values which with the 
— of God have been built up slowly in the life of man- 

ind. 

Let us pray for those who are suffering in the terrible 
wars now going on in the world that their wounds may be 
healed and misery abated and their souls strengthened by 
the presence of God. 

Let us pray for all those throughout the world suffering 
from oppression and especially at this time for God’s 
ancient people Israel, plunged into the misery of brutal 
persecution. 


Let us pray for our own country that hatred and preju- 
dice and intolerance may be banished from among us and 
that with goodwill, all of us of every creed and class may 
unite in striving to build up freedom and justice among us. 


Let us pray for the Church of Christ throughout the 
world, for the Churches in America and especially for our 
own Church that in this time of trial all may bear witness 
to Christ with understanding, with courage and with un- 
wavering faith. 


In all this suggestion of prayers I have not endeavored 
to touch upon those more intimate needs, prayer for which 
comes naturally to every one of us—our family, our friends, 
our special individual hopes and aspirations, our own par- 
ish and diocese, and all the innumerable needs which God 
alone can know. For those we shall all be praying earnestly 
and constantly, I am sure. But again let me emphasize that 
I am asking for this larger range of prayers because it is 
the one way in which for most of us we can give the great- 
est help to the world of our own time. 


Archdeacon In the Archdeacon’s Letter people of the 
Hodgkin Diocese will see that he is saying farewell, 


not we hope to the Diocese but to the posi- 
tion and responsibilities of Archdeacon. When the Con- 
vention decided last February to elect a Coadjutor, the 
committee’s report which was adopted stated that there 
would be no commitment in regard to the Archdeacon’s 
office beyond December 31st. It was quite clear in the mind 
of the Convention that it would be difficult for the Diocese 
to maintain two Bishops and an Archdeacon, and because 
of the dividing of the Bishop’s work, it would be possible 
for us to get along without such an official. As, however, 
time wore on, it looked as if it might be desirable to make 
some special effort to have the Arehdeacon continue, but 
the Bishop Coadjutor is particularly anxious to have close 
touch with all the mission field and consequently it has only 
been within the last few weeks that the decision has been 
made to discontinue the office. Until he takes a parish, 
however, he will continue to assist Bishop Block in the mis- 
sion field and in other ways and do some supply work. 


I cannot let this change come, however, without record- 
ing here in the first place my own personal gratitude for 
the splendid service which he has rendered as Archdeacon 
during the past five years. He has fulfilled in every respect 
those functions which in Bishop Nichols’ original plan were 
to be assigned to him. He has been a general missionary in 
charge of all the missions and ‘‘adjutant to the Bishop in 
the work of the Church in the Diocese.’’ Like his predeces- 
sor, Bishop Porter, he has been the Bishop’s right-hand 
man not only in the care of the missionary work but in 
many other ranges of responsibility. He has represented 
him permanently in such groups as the Superintendents’ 
Council. He has represented him officially on many occa- 
sions and for many functions. The Bishop has always been 
able to count upon him. 


All this which concerns his relation to the Bishop is 
simply another way of putting the kind of service which 
he has rendered to the Diocese. It is impossible for the 
Bishop to be everywhere or to be in constant touch with all 
parts of the Diocese’s far-flung battle line. But the Arch- 
deacon has also rendered great service in many special 


ways. He has been chairman of the Committee on Canons

I am very happy to announce that on or about the first 
of February the new Vicar of St. Cyprian’s Mission, the 
Rev. Thaddeus P. Martin, Jr., comes into residence. He is 
at present Vicar of St. Andrew’s Church, Pine Bluff, 
Arkansas. Mr. Martin was born in Trenton, New Jersey, 
of Southern parentage, in 1906. He was graduated from 
the high school of Topeka, Kansas, attended Washington 
College for two years and Shaw University for one year, 
and was graduated from the Bishop Payne Divinity School 
in Petersburg, Virginia, with honors in 1936. Recently he 
was married to the daughter of the Rev. J. Johnson, D. D., 
one of our priests. Mrs. Johnson has her A. B. from Kansas 
University and is now director and teacher of the only 
kindergarten for colored children in Hot Springs, Arkan- 
sas. We have every reason to believe that the addition of 
these two workers to our diocesan family will solve the 
problem of our work among the colored people in San Fran- 
cisco. With a resident priest, ministering among his own 
people, the work at St. Cyprian’s should go forward with 
renewed life and vigor. 

Our debt of thanks is due to Father Humphreys and the 
Society of St. John the Evangelist for several years’ service 
at this Mission, during which time the Church, Parish Hall, 
etc., were beautified and splendidly equipped. As Father 
Humphreys returns to the Mother House in Boston, we ex- 
tend to him our sincere gratitude and affection and wish 
him the highest spiritual success in any work that may be 
assigned to him in the future.

As vestries are preparing their budgets may I lay upon 
their consciences the needs of the missionary work of the 
whole Church and of our Diocese. Constructive plans for 
a Forward Movement in the Diocese of California depend 
upon the fair-mindedness and generosity of each parish 
and mission. More than that, the spiritual life of a congre- 
gation is definitely geared to its sense of missionary dedi- 
eation. ‘‘The light that shines farthest shines brightest at 
home.’’ Grateful as I am for the warm and gracious wel- 
come you have given me, my future service in the admin- 
istration and development of our missionary work will be 
enforced or hindered by the amount budgeted for work 
outside the parochial area. I am counting heavily and con- 
fidently upon your support. 

If in the check-up of our interior lives which the passing 
of an old year suggests, we wish to know the cause of most 
of our spiritual failures, we shall find it, I believe, in the 
neglect of habitual worship, public and private. The Uni- 
verse is law-abiding spiritually as it is physically. The best 
things in life are not to be had for the mere asking. Thus 
one gets out of his worship very largely what he puts into 
it. Also there is a vast difference between having a knowl- 
edge of the truth, and living under the power of the truth. 
It is easy to admit the validity of an axiom without making 
it a working philosophy of life. Parochial success depends 
ultimately upon whether or not we are a worshipping con- 
gregation. Churches filled only at Christmas and Easter 
add no lustre to the Kingdom. 

The approach to the Services of the Church, with many, 
is apt to be haphazard or egocentric, both ultimately fatal. 
One may come into the Sanctuary urged by a friend, per- 
haps under an uneasy consciousness of spiritual need, or in 
the fulfillment of a sense of duty. He hopes that something 
will ‘‘happen’’ to him. Unostentatiously, but quite defi- 
nitely, doubts must be resolved, questions answered, the 
things of the Spirit made real, a song born in the heart, a 
glow in the soul, a power in the will, enabling one to win a 
victory over besetting sins and the serenity of an inner 
peace. 

The technique of such a worshipper is usually passivity. 
Sometimes he is truculent. His inner mood suggests, ‘‘I 


dare you to try to help me.’’ Many whose background has 
been in the Evangelical Churches drift along with the 
Liturgy, centering all of their interest upon the sermon. 
The preliminaries are somewhat irrelevant. Changes of pos- 
ture, manual acts, the very pageantry of the worship itself, 
seem unintelligible or theatrical. Even with those who have 
a long tradition in the historic Churches, there is something 
endlessly repetitive in the various Offices. 


To such, a simple counsel is offered. It is articulate in the 
testimony of the writer of the Book of the Revelation as he 
records, ‘‘I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s Day.’’ The 
silence of the House of God, preliminary to the hour of 
worship, invites to inner inspection and an inoculation of 
the soil of the soul for the reception of the seed, which is 
the Word of God. Public worship is a community enter- 
prise. It emphasizes the fellowship and the unity of the 
Body of Christ. Therefore, ‘‘participation’’ is the medium 
through which one draws from the group consciousness, an 
awareness of a Presence, and an assurance of human 
brotherhood. 


The Liturgy is a legacy from the rich leaf-mould of the 
ancient Church. One whose ears are attuned hears in the 
Morning Office the echo of the Hours of the monasteries. 
In the service of the Holy Communion, the instructed claim 
spiritual affinity with those who lived at arm’s length from 
the days of the Master Himself, and who as Justin Martyr 
reported at the close of the first century, assembled on the 
first day of the week, to partake of the Sacrament of 
Christ’s Body and Blood. The Psalms carry one back to 
the Jewish Temple and the antiphonal chanting of its an- 
cient choirs. The Lessons review the history of the chosen 
people on their long trek to the City of God. We follow the 
Apostles and Evangelists as under the blue sky or in the 
dimly lighted catacombs, they retell the story of Jesus, 
their beloved Master and Lord. Or perhaps we linger by 
a bent figure in a Roman prison as he affixes his signature 
or a brief personal message to a letter recently indicted by 
a faithful companion serving as amanuensis. 


The symbolism of altar, cross, candles, flowers, awakens 
memories of a Personality, One who brought God down to 
man, and lifts man up to God. Only in the intense concen- 
tration that blots out the world with its hurry and rest- 
lessness, its turmoil and its heartaches can the Still Small 
Voice be heard and the silent Energy of God enter into the 
inner life to bring refreshment, renewal, moral strength 
and spiritual peace. We get out of worship what we bring 
to 1t. One comes to Church and is bored; another comes 
and is blessed. Detachment achieves a mental catharsis 
and such absorption in hymn and prayer as permit the in- 
flowing of the tides of the Spirit and the practice of the 
Presence of God. Along such a path one is most apt to 
achieve a Happy New Year.

Large bunches of grapes hung from the 
lectern and pulpit. The children of the Church School con- 
tributed to the service of Thanksgiving by undertaking to 
give a family less comfortably situated a dinner, and this 
they did royally, filling a very large basket with fresh fruit 
and vegetables and canned goods. This same group have 


expressed the desire to do this same thing for Christmas. 
- The Sunday following we were privileged to have Arch- 
deacon Hodgkin take the morning service, and his fine 
address stirred us all. 

The Women’s Guild held their Christmas sale of food and 
needlework on December 3rd in the Carmel Garage, kindly 
loaned for the occasion by Mr. Levison. The day was very 
wet, but this did not prevent its being a huge success under 
the able leadership of Mrs. Hamlin, the president, and Mrs. 
McIntyre, vice-president. To those who met and sewed so 
regularly each week, and the many who so gladly responded 
to the request for the foods—we are very grateful. The sale 
netted well over $200. 


Aid to China 

There have been so many different groups raising money 
to help the people suffering in China that it is a little per- 
plexing to know where and how to give. I want to call the 
attention of the people of the Diocese to the fact that there 
are two definite Church movements. First, there is the 
project under the auspices of our own National Council 
which was started a year ago to raise $300,000 for our own 
Churches and Church people in China. Of this amount 
about $216,000 has been already raised but the appeal is 


still living and important and the Council hopes for con- 
tinued contributions. 


Recently there has been formed under the auspices of 
the Federal Council, the Foreign Missions Conference and 
the China Famine Relief, U. S. A., a new Church Commit- 
tee for China Relief. The chairman of this committee is 
Mr. Harper Sibley, one of our own Church, and Dr. John 
R. Mott is vice-chairman. The honorary chairman for 
California is Judge Wilbur. All the Churches are cooperat- 
ing in this. The money is not for rebuilding but definitely 
for relief. Contributions for this fund may go to Western 
States Headquarters, 129 W. Second street, Los Angeles, 
or, of course, may go through our Diocesan office. 


Preaching Conference at Palo Alto 


The high-light of a two-day Conference on Preaching, 
which met in All Saints’ Church, Palo Alto, on December 
oth and 6th, was the announcement by Bishop Block of 
plans for a Western College of Preachers to meet in and 
use the old Divinity School Building, Gibbs Hall, now used 
as a Chapter House by Grace Cathedral. If the plans de- 
velop, as they give every promise of doing, the College will 
open next Fall. During the course of the year about six 
ten-day sessions will be held, each accommodating some 
twenty-four clergymen from the dioceses of the Eighth 
Province. Bishop Block was assured of the strong support 
of the clergy of this Diocese in bringing this hope to reality. 


Nearly all the active clergy of the Diocese were in at- 
tendance at the Preaching Conference. Starting with a 
supper in the Parish House, it was followed on Monday by 
an Evening Prayer service at which Bishop Block was the 
preacher and to which many of the parishioners of All 
Saints came. Then from nine until ten the first session of 
the conference took place, during which the Bishop spoke 
on the need of and place of preaching in the life of the 
modern church. 3 


Tuesday morning, the Rev. James P. Turner was the 
celebrant at the Holy Communion service which was fol- 
lowed by breakfast. Then at the morning session, Bishop 
Block outlined the content which should occupy some place 
in the sequence of modern preaching. At the afternoon ses- 
sion, Canon V. H. Gowen of the Philippines spoke on mis- 
sion work in the Islands. Bishop Block then closed the 
Conference. 


The Conference was called by the Diocesan Commission 
on Preaching Missions, of which the Rev. Dr. Donald 
Brookman is Chairman. 
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GRACE CATHEDRAL NOTES 
Bishop Block’s Bible Class 


The beginning of this class was perhaps the most im- 
portant event of the month. The first meeting was held 
at eleven o’clock on Thursday, December 8, in the Chapter 
Room on Taylor street. About one hundred and twenty- 
five people attended, so the next meeting had to be held in 
the Chapel of Grace. Over one hundred and sixty were 
present, so it was necessary to move to the nave. It will 
be some time before that is crowded. It lacks, however, 
the intimacy of a somewhat smaller place. The subject of 
the course is ‘‘The Life of Christ.’’ The class is preceded 
by a celebration of the Holy Communion in the Chapel.

The service was held in the Chapel of Grace on Thurs- 
day, December 22, at 2 o’clock. There was a large atten- 
dance of the many friends of this prominent and well-be- 
loved citizen. Dean Gresham read the service.

Grace, Martinez, 
has eliminated its debts. St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek, has 
thrown off three hundred dollars of its debts. By March 
Ist, St. Edmund’s Rectory, Richmond, will be free, and by 
July 1st, St. Andrew’s Rectory, Oakland, will be free. If 
only someone would care to cancel those large debts which 
the local people cannot handle, I would be glad to furnish 
names on request to any person who can spare up to five 
thousand dollars. I would be willing to promise such a per- 
son the paid-up mortgage to frame and hang in his din- 
ing room. 

A few more dollars have come in for the Paso Robles 
Vicarage. I am beginning to believe, after all, that there are 
those who do read parts of the ‘‘ Pacific Churchman’’. It is 
rumored that an advertiser read my jolly remarks about no 


one reading the paper and he thought his advertisement 
must be useless. If he read the paper, why didn’t he send 
me at least ten dollars? 

A word about Christ Church, San Francisco. This Mis- 
sion is attended by people whose ancestors were born in 
Japan.
